Under Writ of Ejectment a Famous Old 
Restaurant Was Moved Out to 
the Public Pave- 
ment. 


The largest eviction in many a day took 
place Friday at noon at 618 Washington 
avenue. The restaurant and saloon of K. 
A. Koerner was set out on the sidewalk, 
together with a houseful of patrons. 

The building which Mr. Koerner has oc- 


cupied for the past 10 years is the property 
of B. Nugent. Mr. Nugent has been trying 
to get possession for some time. Mr. Koer- 
ner did not want to give up a good stand. 
The rent was tendered but not accepted, 
until $808 was due and unpaid. ' 

Mr. Nugent brought sult: for ejectment 
before Justice Walker. Mr. Koerner took 
a change of venue to Justice Kleiber. The 
case was tried Friday morning and decided 
against Koerner. 

As is the rule where change of venue has 
been taken, a writ of ejectment was issued 
immediately and placed in the hands of 
Constable Guion. 

With 28 helpers and four watchmen he 
marched into Mr. Koerner’s front door at 
ll o'clock and the writ was read to the 
proprietor. ‘ 

He asked for time to see Mr. Nugent and 
the constable gave him one hour. Mr. Nu- 
gent was inexorable. 

At 12 o'clock the restaurant was crowded 
with hungry people. Constable Guion di- 
rected his men to commence. The people 
who were seated at the tables were permit- 


ted to finish their meals, but no others 
were allowed to order dinner. 

When the diners were through the dishes 
were taken from the tables, dumped into 
boxes and earried outside. The tables and 
chairs were carried out next and stacked 
The pictures were taken from 
the walls, the electric fans from the ceil- 
ing and the onilcloth from the floor.

PARIS, June 2.—Important evente in the 
Dreyfus case follow leach other with a ra- 
pidity that is startMeg, even in. France, 
where the unexpected is always happening. 

This morning Paris is told that Du Paty 
de Clam attempted suicide last night in 
prison. This is convincing evidence of his 


guilt. 

Du Paty de Clam, who was, in 18%, com- 
missioned to investigate the first charges 
made against Dreyfus, was arrested yes- 
terday and -confined im the Military Prison 
of Cherche Midi, charged whkh forgery and 
uttering forgery. » 

Gen. Zurlinden, the Military Governor of 
Paris, has corsented to the provisional re- 
lease of Col. Pficquart, who is in prison on 
the charge of regealing documents con- 
cerning the national defense on the de- 
mand of Gen. Marquise Gallifet. Picquart 
has always stood out for the innocence of 
Dreyfus, this fact accounting for his im- 
prisonment. 

Du Paty de Clam, who, because of his 
activity in persecuting Dreyfus, was pro- 
moted from Captain to Lieutenant-Colonel, 
is undoubtedly one of the main factors in 
tne conspiracy which sent Dreyfus to Dev- 
il’s Island. His record in this case shows 
the brutish nature of the man. Here is 
the picture Zola drew of him: 

“A calamitous man has managed it all, 
has done it all—Col. du Paty de Clam. He 
is the entire Dreyfus case. It will be fully 
known only when a eincere investigation 
Shall have established hts acts and his re- 
sponsibilities. He app@are as the most 
heady, the mos? intricat@ef minds, haunted 
with romantic intrigues, delighting in the 
methods of the newspaper novel, stolen pa- 
pere, anonymous letters, meetings in de- 
serted spots, mysteriofs’women who peddle 
overwhelming proofa by night.

MCANN FINED S100, 


AND FINE OR GO TO JAIL. 


JUDGE PEABODY’S DECISION. 


Judicial Sympathy With the Defend- 
ant, but the Law Declared to be 
Unmistakable, 


Judge Thomas H. Peabody handed down 
a written opinion in the famous McCann 
real estate case at 1:30 o’clock Friday. 

The real estate agent was fined $100 for 
conducting a real estate business with- 
out a license, 

Mr. McCann was not in court when the 
decision was rendered against him. Mr. 
McCann, when the case was argued sey- 
eral weeks ago, and was teken tinder ad- 


visement by Judge Peabody, -announced 
that. he would fight the case to the highest 
courts and that if he were fined he would 
not pay the fine but would go to prison 
and would bring suit against the munieli- 
pality for false imprisonment. 

The full text of Judge Peabody's opin- 
ion follows: 


In the case of the City of St. Louis ys. 
Jobn J. McCann, the defendant stands charged 
with gp tee on the business of a real estate agent 
without paying a lincense of $25 required by the 
city ordinance for such business. The erdinance 
| gets its life under the provisions of the city char- 
ter. The defendant bases his defense on the clalm 
| that sald ordinance is invalid and unconstitutional; 
| that the requiring of a license for a business or 
| profession is contrary to human rights, the Decla- 
j ration of Independence, the bill of rights, and the 
Constitution. of the United States. 

Sitting as a Judge of a trial court. I am com- 
| pelled to follow the plain and continual Mne of 
| decisions of our Supreme Court in like cases. 
| The cases are numerous in which the Supreme 
| Court of Missouri has declared emphatically that 


| a license ean be required in cases like the one at 
} 


ar. 
My sympathy really goes with the defendant. 
|T am_of the opinion that no license should be 
| Feqalted for a man’s business, calling or profes- 
sion. 

A license may be proper in a class of cases under 
sanitary and police necessities. [ cannot legislate 
in this matter. I can only declare the law aa-I 
find it plainly declared by the highest courts in the 
State. It would not do for me to assume to over- 
rule the Appellate Courts. Under the facts aud 
teh law as they are I am compelled to fine the 
defendant $100, the same being the minimum sum 
demanded by the ordinance.

DEFEATING THE FILIPINOS DOES 
NOT SUPPRESS THEM. 


A Large Army Will be Needed to As- 
sert and Maintain American Su- 
premacy in the Phile 
ippines. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—Brigadier- 
General Charles King returned from Ma- 
nila on the transport City of Puebla, ow- 
ing to ill health. Gen. King is well known 
both as a soldier and author. He is high- 
ly regarded in the army, and his experi- 
ence in the Philippines, where he com- 
manded a brigade and participated in all 
the fighting, qualifies him to speak authori- 
tatively on conditions there. 
view to-day Gen. King said: 

“The situation in the Philippines is most 
serious. The people of those islands will 
keep up a guerrifa warfare and there Is 
no telling when the hostilities will cease. 
They retire to the fastnesses of the moun- 
tain retreats when they are whipped and 
hide in the jungles. Subsisting on prac- 
tically nothing, they have no need for a 
base of supplies. It will necessitate a large 
force of men to subjugate them cvum- 
pletely. 

“The war in 


the Philippines ia by no 
means ended. Their entrenchments are 
works of military engineering and are 
equal to the best that the most civilized 
military nations have produced. In the 
Spanish regime the Filipinos learned some- 
thing of war and we are receiving evi- 
dence of this every day. 

“The volunteers who fought in the Phil- 
ippines are a splendid lot of men, capable 
and accomplished fighters. They behaved 
like veterans when under fire, and there 
is no limit to their courage. Their record 
in that awful country will adorn pages of 
American history recently made and yet 
unwritten.”’ 

Gen. King will remain in this city for a 
few days and then leave for the East.

JUDGE WOODS ISSUED A MAN- 
DAMUS TO ASSEMBLY. 


THE FOURTH WARD CONTEST. 


An Appeal Taken to Court of Appeals 
May Act as a Supersedeas— 
Sheridan’s Position. 


The application of William Vogel for a 
write of mandamus commanding the House 
of Delegates to restore him to the seat from 
which he was ousted last Friday night, in 
favor of John A. Sheridan, was granted by 
Judge Wood Friday. 

The court declared that the whole pro- 
ceeding of ousting Vogel was illegal and 
vold because he was not given an oppor- 
tunity to defend himself and was not in- 
formed that an inquiry into his right to the 
seat to be made. 

Attorney Thomas Rowe, representing the 
Houge of Delegates, contended that the ac- 
tion of the House was judicial and could 
not be reviewed in a mandamus proceed- 
ing, but Judge Wood said the Supreme 
Court of Missour! had held that no pre- 
sumption of the regularity of the proceed- 
ings of city councils would be indulged, 
and that certainly no proceeding where it 
appeared clearly, as in the Vogel . case, 
that a man's right to a hearing before 
judgment had been violated, would be eus- 
tained on the ground that it was judictal. 

Attorney Rowe immediately took an ap- 
peal to the St. Louls Court of Appeais. 

The appeal places the case in a peculiar 
status. Judge Wood's decision holds that 
Vogel is the legally elected member of the 
House of Delegates from the Fourth Ward, 
and will continue to be such until he is 
expelled by such process as the city char- 
ter provides, or his term expires. But the 
House has decided that John A. Sheridan 
ie the Fourth Ward member. Judge Wood's 
decision purports to set this action of the 
House aside. Attorney Rowe has appealed 
from the decision and the appeal raises 
the question who is the member of v 
House of Delegates from the Fouth Wai. 

If the appeal supersedes Judge Wood's 
decision then Sheridan will hold his seat 
until the Court of Appeals ousts him. The 
court will adjourn turday until October

The majority of the discontented 
were satiafied with this increase and re- 
turned to work, but it is alleged that sev- 
eral agitators, thinking that a favorable 
opportunity had presented itself, used their 
influence with a portion of the strikers to 
hold out for more, declaring that they ought 
not to yield unless they received a sub- 
etantial increasé over the old rates. The 
strike, however, had been on the wane for 
some time, and it was more .in support of 
the lost cause that the radical members 
took such a decisive step. The Schwab 
Clothing Co. have employed ex-Gov. Charles

NICARAGUA CANAL ROUTE. 


Several Propositions Submitted by the 
Commission. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—Additiona]l de- 
tails have been obtained in regard to the 
route recommended by the Nicaraguan Ca- 


nal Commission for the proposed Isthmian 
water way. 

While the route outlined in the synopsis 
of the commission's report, just made pub- 
lic by the State Department, is prepared 
by the commission, it is understood that 
that body submits several variants which 
may be adopted by the construction engi- 
neer if he deems it proper to do so. The 
committee is agreed that the route from 
Brito to the San Juanillo River should be 
as set forth, but states that there are two 
ways of connecting the canal at this point 
with the Caribbean Sea, the first across 
the low country to Greytown, and connect- 
ing by a straight line with the canal at 
San Juanillo to the Caribbean Sea, where 
a new harbor will have to be built. The 
commission finds there will be little differ- 
ence in the cost of the several variants, 
so that it will be a matter of choice with 
the construction engineers as to which 
route shall be adopted. 

The single dam, which the preferred 
route contemplates, will be located at Bo- 
cal Gan Carlos, just above Ochoa and above 
the mouth of the San Carlos. This point 
was selected as the site of the dam, be- 
cause, the commission states, the construc- 
tor will be able to avert the heavy flow of 
water which empties into the San Juan 
River from the San Carlos just below that 
point. The commission also submits an al- 
ternative proposjtion for the building of 
three dams, one at Boca San Carlos and 
mjdway between that point and Machuca 
Rapids, and the third at Machuca Rap- 
ids. e dams, in case of construction, 
will be 18 feet in height. 

There will be locks in the canal, four on 
the west side and the remainder on the 
eastern station, between San Cilrros and 
the Atlantic. Each lock will be feet 
wide. From Boca San Carlos to San Juan 
Del Norte the canal will be 150 feet in 
width, from Boca San Carlos to Fort San 
Carlos the lake outlet of the canal will be 
300 feet in width. 

The canal increases in width from Fort 
San Carlos to just opposite the Solenti- 
name Islands; here it is 600 feet in width, 
and it will maintain this width until it 
reaches Las Lajas, where it decreases to 
150 feet, and remains at that width through- 
out the remainder of its length. The depth 
— canal estimated is W feet through- 
out.

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VALUATION OF FRANCHISES. 


Mr. Harry Scullin of the Union Depot Railway system Its 
puzzled over the question of determining the value of street 
railway franctises. “I cannot see,’ he says, “how any man 
or body of men can say that the franchise of such and such 
& colapany is worth 80 much, and then fix an amount upon 
which to levy a tax. No ohe is in a position to say what any 
particular strect railway franchise is worth. The physical 
value of a gtrect railway’s property can be determined well 
enough * * * but when it comes to determining the value 
of a franchise, that is an entirely different question.” 

How did the owners of the Scullin system determine the 

price of the property for the purpose of selling it to the Brown 
syndicate? They did not value the road at the cost of the phy- 
sical property or actual operating plant, but at several mill- 
ion dollars above the sum invested in the road. The excess 
over the investment was the franchise value and someone 
was in position to determine this value to the entire satisfac- 
tion of thé owners and the purchasers. 
Every owner of street railway property knows that his prop- 
erty is worth what it will earn, regardless of the value of 
the plant. He knows he can sell it in the market at a price 
deterrnined wy its earning capacity. Every business man 
will value it on that basis. That is the basis upon which 
the Scullin system, the Missouri system, the Lindell and other 
systeras have teen valued for sale. If this basis is sound 
for the determination of the market value why not for the 
determination of the assessment valuation? All other property 
valuation is based on the market value.

Crocket ran off with a stake at Memphis 
this spring; Fervor was victorious at Louls- 
vile. while the great John Bright won 
the Memorial Handicap at Latonia on last 
Tuesday. It can easily be seen, therefore, 
that the present event has attracted the 
cream of handicap horses from all over 
America. 


Algol, the probable favorite, will pack 126 
powrde, the top weight. The Schorr horse 

as only arrived from New York, where on 
last Saturday he ran in the Brooklyn Han- 
dicap. His form in that event has stamped 
him as one of the best handicap horses of 
the year. His trip here has shaken him 
up somewhat, but after his work out this 
morning he appeared to be his old self 
again.
